SAN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF

Dispatch.] Should resolutions adopt- 
ed by the Police Commission last 
night be rigidly enforced—and the 
Commissioners says they will—the 
Barbery Coast will remain merely as 
a memento of what the new San 
Francisco will term “The Past Ages.”

WAGHINGTON, Feb. 11.—Raliroad 
representatives joined today with 
“public utility experts” before the 
Senate Interstate Commerce Commit- 
tee in approving generally tie bill 
for the valuation of railroad property 
under consideration by the commit- 
tee. The main criticism of the bill 
made by the railroads was directed 
against the clause, making it manda- 
tory on the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to investigate and report 
on the original cost to date of the 
property. 

The railroads took the position that 
it would work a hardship in some 
cases for a railroad to produce this 
information and in others that the 
evidence of it had been destroyed by 
fire or earthquake. The railroads al- 
so asked for a “railway valuation 
board” to assist the commission in ar- 
riving at the valuation and suggest- 


ed that three of the nine members 


of this board be named by the rail- 
roads. 


Bdaward W. Bemis of Chicago, an 
expert in public utility matters, op- 
posed both changes. 

He contended that the valuation 
should not become final until it had 


the commission so as to insure its 
being considered by parties financial- 
ly interested in its determination. 

F. A. Delano, president and receiver 
of the Wabash road, declared the only 
benefit the railways hoped to gain 
by the valuation was “to allay the 
public feeling that railroad property 
was under-valued.” He estimated the 
valuation would cost the government 
from $2,500,000 to $3,000,008, and 
railroads even more.

In response to the Democratic campaign 
cry before the war, “Do you want to mar- 
ry a nigger?” Lincoln quaintly replied. 
“Because I do hot want a negro woman 
for my slave, it does not follow that I do 
want her for my wife. My understanding 
is that I can just let her alone.” In a 
letter to Go¥. Morton of Indiana he wrote, 
“While I have often said that all men 
ought to be free, yet would I allow those 
colored persons to be slaves who want to 
be, and next to them those white people 
who argue in favor of making other peo 
ple slaves.” 

In a reply to an assiimptious letter from 
one who demanded to know his “present 
feelings” toward him Lincoln replied, “I 
entertain no ind feelings to you, nor 
any kindly feelings. I have no feelings 
toward you of any sort.” 

In his last annual message Mr. Lincoln 
said: “In stating a single condition of 
peace, I mean simply to say that the war 
will cease on the part of the government 
whenever it shall have ceased on the part 
of those who began it.” 

Mr. Lincoln refused to yield allegiance } 
to the sophism invoked by the advocates 
of Vallandigham that the Constitution is 
different in its application in cases of re 
bellion or invasion, involving the public 
safety, from what it is in times of pro- 
found peace and public ‘security’ because | 
by the Constitution itself, things may be 
done in the one case which may not 
done in the other. hain | 

Mr. Lincoln admitted that if the limi- 
tation upon the power of Congress to sus- 
pend the writ of habeas corpus were ex- 
punged from the Constitution yet the 
other guarantees of personal liberty would 
remain the same. But he failed to note | 
any importance to be attached to such | 
admission. The question of the day was. 
not how those guarantees would stand 
with that clause out of the Constitution 
but how they stood with that clause re- 
maining in it. 

Lincoln's religion was compacted in his 
own statement: “When any church will 
inscribe over its altar as its sole qualifi- 
cation for membership the Savior’s con- 
densed statement of the substance of both 
law and gospel, “Thou shalt love the Lord, 
thy God, with ajl thy heart and with all 
thy soul and with all thy mind, and thy 
neighbor as thyself,’ that church will ‘I 
join with all my heart and all my soul.” 

At this day, forty-eight Years after his

NSURRECTION AGAINST OPIUM. 

The political, moral and social awaken- 
ing of China has involved to a large extent 
an abandonment of opium smoking aud a 
warfare against the habit so determined 
that in Tien-tsin the Chinese first bought 
and paid for the opium on storage belong- 
ing to English importers and then made a 
bonfire of it. 

The extensive use of opium by the poorer 
classes in China originated not so much 
because of the narcotic and sensual prop- 
erties of the pernicious and costly drug as 
for the relief it afforded. from the fever 
? on occasioned by malaria. It was 
found that the same relief could be ob- 
tained by the use of quinine pills protected 
by. gelatine. | 

Great Britain, it will be remembered to 
her shame, discouraged and opposed all 
measures looking to the suppression of the 
opium traffic, and the deadly drug was 
forced into China by British guns. This 
was in the interest of East Indian opium 
makers. The same policy still governs 
Britain. So far from favoring recent Chi- 
nese laws prohibiting the sale, transpor- 
tation and use of opium, she antagonizes 
such laws. A spécial dispatch to a Boston

Unholy Alliance. 

One of the real joys ef London. has al- 
ways been the Cheap cab fare. One could 
be such a howling plutocrat on a shilling! 
In the old hansom days it was the Amer” 
ican’s chief delight to “cab it” on every 
possible excuse and wallow in all the aris- 
tocratic exclusiveness of a smart private 
conveyance for the price of a day’s car 
riding at home. The very manner of hir- 
ing it gave one a feeling of inimense su- 
periority. At home, one merely stood at 
one’s front door and blew a small whistle. 
In town one merely inclined one’s head 
with haughty condescension an 
eager driver, one of whom was always 
awaiting patronage! 

For the last five years these have been 
supplanted by the sumptuous taxi-cab, 
which is, to all intents and purposes, a 
private and tuxurious limousine, For 
eight pence—16 cents, one could go a mile, 
the second mile for six pence, and an ab 
urdly low rate by the hour. 

-But now these joys are in serious jeo- 
pardy. A recent strike of the drivers, ow- 
ing to the cost of gasoline being nearly 
doubled by the Standard Oil Company, ; 
which controls the market, has thrown the 
whole cab business.into chaos. The own- 
ers declare the business does not pay and 
have offered to sell the men their cabs at 
cost. Then came a conference and the 
latest news talks of an unboly alliance be- 
tween the cab owners and the cab driv- 
ers’ union. A combine is suggested—and 
for the moment London trembles on the 
brink of New York taxi prices! | 

The Nonconformist Conscience. 

The nonconformist conscience has 
been a very important factor in British 
politics for years and either party -has al- 
ways been able to bank upon the fact that 
the Presbyterians and the Roman Catho- 
lics would forever be ig opposite camps. 
This alone has delayed home rule for more 
than a decade for the ever-increasing non- 
conformist vote was cast .solidly against 
the Nationalists, the Roman Catholic Irish 
party, every time.

For home rule for 
Ireland has actually passed the House of 
Commons by a large majority with a non- 
conformist government in power! One can 
imagine with what heart-burning the non- 
conformist conscience cast its vote. But 
it was doing evil that good might come— 
the tremendous price of a hard bargain. 

For more than a decade now the non- 
conformist has yearned to disestablish the 
Episcopal Church (which is the established 
church of England) in Wales and to free 
the schools from Episcopal dominance. 
The present governmen? has it- 
self to do this and a disestablishment bill 
is before the House now, passing its sec- 
ond reading. The vast wealth of the es- 
tablished church in Wales is now under 
discussion and it is hoped very fervently 
by the Welsh party that this will be as- 
signed to Welsh educational purposes 
minus Episcopal dominance. , 

No Conservative party would ever pass 
such legislation so it will be seen how 
desperately urgent it was to keep the pres- 
ent government in power until the dises- 
tablishment bill was passed. Wherefore, 
for the first time in history, the noncon- 
formist conscience has voted against its 
creed. They have handed Ireland over to 
the Roman Catholics in order that they 
may free Wales from the Episcopalians! 
In return the Irish party will vote whole
